Claim 31 is objected to because of the following informalities: AH of the compounds in 
this claim are on separate lines except the seventh and eighth species. Consistency is requested 
so as to avoid errors when printing the patent. Applicants are requested to rewrite these 
compounds on different lines because it is confusing to tell when one compound ends and the 
other begins. Appropriate correction is required.
